Gorbachev plans Red Army cuts

NEW YORK — Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev, urging a “period of peace,” 
announced a cutback of 500,000 Red 
Army troops on Wednesday and 
called on the United States to “take 
certain steps” in the same direction. 
President Reagan and President- 
elect George Bush emerged all smiles 
from lunch with the Soviet leader and 
embraced the troop reduction ges- 
ture. 

In a speech before the United Na- 
tions, Gorbachev billed the cutback in 
troops, artillery, planes and tanks as 

“unilateral.” 

On a day that blended superpower 
substance and symbolism, the Soviet 
president bade farewell. to Reagan 
and answered Bush’s welcoming 
handshake with a vigorous two- 
handed embrace. He declared that 
the president-elect would find the So- 
viets ready “without long pauses or 
backtracking” to continue work to- 
ward a new arms control treaty as 
well as on other issues. 

Soviet spokesman Gennady Gerasi- 
mov, asked how Bush.and Gorbachev 
got along, said the two were develop- 
ing “maybe not personal chemistry, 
not yet, but the beginning is very 
good.” 

Reagan declared he “heartily” ap- 
proved of Gorbachev’s overtures. 
“Read our smiles,” he said as he 
emerged from lunch and climbed into 
his limousine with Gorbachev and 
Bush for a brief ride to the edge of 
Governors Island and a spectacular 
view of the Statue of Liberty. 

Gorbachev used his U.N. speech to 
declare that military force no longer 
“can or must be an instrument of for- 
eign policy.” He said 50,000 Soviet 
troops and thousands of tanks would 
be pulled out of Eastern Europe by 
1991, and pledged reductions on 
Western and Eastern soil within the 
Soviet Union, as well. Overall, the 
reductions were to reach half a mil- 
lion. A few hours later he told re-

Hospital spokesman Janina Chilton 
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said the Murphy case is reviewed 
each year, and usually no progress is 
made. “Realistically there is no place 
outside the hospital where Murphy 
can be taken care of,” Chilton said. 

“Because (Murphy) is mildly men- 
tally retarded we aren’t equipped to 
take care of him. In fact, there are no 
facilities in this state for people like 
him,” Chilton added. 

The Utah Supreme Court deemed 
Murphy not mentally ill about six 
years ago, Chilton said. The court 
took three to four years to reach a 
decision on the case. 

The committee deciding where to 
place Murphy’s has been slow in mak- 
ing a decision. One committee mem- 
ber said it took more than three 
months for the committee to origi- 
nally meet. “We were commissioned 
by the judge to wrestle with the 
whole issue and then make recom- 
mendations,” said George Brinker- 
hoff. “We have not come to any con- 
clusions yet.” 

He said each member of the com- 
mittee is making a report on his area 


of expertise, ranging from occupa- 
tional testing to compiling a social his- 
tory of Murphy, which will be assem- 
bled and presented to Judge Brian. 
“The judge will make the ultimate de- 
cision on what to do with him,” 
Brinkerhoff said: “One of the many 
options available is to develop a new 
program, which would cost in the 
vicinity of $150,000.” 

Brinkerhoff is a treatment coordi- 
nator at the hospital and has been 
working with Murphy for almost 
seven years. 

“Bernt has been diagnosed several 
times over the years. . . and is men- 
tally retarded. Our facilities are for 
those who have been diagnosed as 
mentally ill,” he said. 

Murphy participates in the Excel 
Program at the hospital, which is the 
least restrictive environment they of- 
fer. 

Chilton said the program has been 
altered to take care of Murphy, but 
that few of the hospital’s programs 
needed to be altered to accomadate 
him. 


LDS reference encyclopedia 
in early stages of creation

A one-million-word, multi-volume 
reference encyclopedia on The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints is in the early stages of produc- 
tion. 

With the approval of the First 
Presidency and the Quorum of the 
Twelve Apostles, the Macmillan Pub- 
lishing Company has contracted, in a 
joint effort with BYU, to. produce 
“The Encyclopedia of Mormonism,” 
according to Daniel H. Ludlow, Edi- 
tor-in-Chief. 

According to Elly Dickason, senior 
project editor at Macmillan Publish- 
ing Company, Macmillan contracted 
with BYU because this is where the 
information on the Church is. 

“Because the encyclopedia is about 
Mormonism, we went directly to the 
source,” she said. “BY U is a scholarly 
school, and Macmillan publishes 
scholarly books,” Dickason said. 

Macmillan hopes to place the ency- 
clopedia in libraries around the world. 
Dickason said they are targeting pub- 
lic and private libraries. “We hope 
private people will buy it also.” 

According to Ludlow, the encyclo- 
pedia will contain approximately 
1,500 articles on the history, people, 
institution, culture, scriptures and 
doctrines of the Church. 

Ludlow said the scope of the pro- 


ject is enormous and will require the 
best efforts of many people to see it 
through to completion. “Since there 
has never been an encyclopedia of this 
scope written about the Church, a 
board of editors has been working 
since late last August to determine 
which topics need to be included in 
such a work and how long those arti- 
cles should be. 

“The Board believes this project of- 
fers an unparalleled opportunity to 
place accurate information about the 
Church and its teachings in univer- 
sity, high school, church, municipal 
and home libraries,” he said. 

Because of this, Ludlow said the 
work will have, as its primary audi- 
ence, people interested in learning 
about the LDS Church from a “Mor- 
mon” perspective. 

Ludlow said the encyclopedia 
should be of special help to new mem- 
bers as they adopt the heritage and 
perspectives of the LDS Church. 

The heart of the encyclopedia will 
be the concise presentations of his- 
tory, biographies, scriptures, doctri- 
nes and practices of the Church, ac- 
cording to Ludlow. 

Ludlow is presently director of 
Correlation Review for the Church; 
he was formerly dean of religious edu- 
cation at BYU. He is being assisted 
by Robert K. Thomas, senior editor 
and Charles D. Tate, Jr., associate 
senior editor.

Suspected drug traffickers arrested 


Searches, arrests, investigations continue in several states

The arrest of two suspected drug 
traffickers by local law enforcement 
officials has lead to searches and ar- 
rests in two states and investigations 
in at least five others. 

In a joint investigation by the Spe- 
cial Investigative Services Bureau of 
the Provo Police Department and the 
detective division of the Utah County 
Sheriffs Department, two suspects 
were apprehended recently near the 
Utah-Idaho border as they were al- 
legedly transporting chemicals used 
for the manufacture of controlled sub- 
stances. They had purchased the 
chemicals earlier from a Utah County 
chemical plant, said Capt. George 
Pierpont of the Provo Police Depart- 
ment. 

The two suspects, Joel Frederick 
Hansen, 33, of Vancouver, Wash. and 
Wendy Rae Svenson, 33, of Portland, 
Ore., pleaded guilty last Friday 
through a plea bargain arrangement, 
to the charges of possessing a con- 


trolled substance, a third degree 
felony, said Pierpont. 

“Evidence gathered after the ar- 
rest lead to a search warrant in Van- 
couver, Washington . . . and to the 
arrest of suspects in Oregon,” said 
Pierpont. 

The arrests came after a month- 
long investigation that began the lat- 
ter part of October, he said. 

“Apparently the two came to Provo 
where they experienced mechanical 
problems with their van,” said Pier- 
pont. The pair allegedly took their 
van to a repair shop where workers 
discovered a false bottom. It it was a 
concealed compartment. which con- 
tained contraband. 

Contraband are materials which 
aid in the manufacture of a controlled 
substance, said Pierpont. 

After opening an investigation, au- 
thorities discovered that the couple 
had rented a vehicle and were gone 
for several days before returning for 
the van. 

When the rented vehicle was re- 
turned, authorities examined it and 


found the residue of a precursor 
chemical in the automobile, said Pier- 
pont. 

“Precursors are chemicals used to 
manufacture controlled substances,” 
said Pierpont. 

The suspects were then put under 
24-hour surveillance. The suspects 
were observed going to a Utah 
County chemical plant where they 
purchased several thousands of dol- 
lars worth of precursors, said Pier- 
pont. 

“They (Hansen and Svenson) 
bought enough (precursors) here to 
make methamphetamines or speed 
worth $13,500,000 street value,” said 
Pierpont. 

At the time of the arrest, the van, 
which contained several thousand 
dollars, a semi-automatic assault rifle 
and containers of chemicals, was con- 
fiscated. 

The arrest here was a key factor in 
the arrest of some wanted suspects in 
Oregon and as a result, investigations 
continue in California, Nevada, 
Idaho, Washington and Arizona.

Arafat endorses Israel's right to exist 


STOCKHOLM — PLO leader Yasser Arafat ended two days of talks with a 
U.S. Jewish delegation Wednesday by endorsing a statement accepting Is- 
rael’s right to exist. 

At a news conference, however, Arafat seemed less straightforward than 
the document he endorsed, and he declined to confirm or repeat the state- 
ment’s key clauses. 

The document, which also denounced terrorism, was hailed by the Jewish 
group as the most unequivocal acceptance of Israel ever given by the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. The Jewish group urged the U.S. government to end 
its ban on talks with the PLO. 

Foreign Minister Sten Anderson, who arranged the meeting, called the 
document “historic,” but said it was one step in a long process. 

The PLO’s parliament-in-exile endorsed U.N. resolutions 242 and 388, 
which recognize the right of all states in the region to exist within secure 
borders. But the council did not mention Israel by name. 

The two-page statement released Wednesday said the council “established 
the independent state of Palestine and accepted the existence of Israel as a 
state in the region.” 

The council also “declared its rejection and condemnation of terrorism in all 
its forms, including state terrorism,” said the English-language document, 
read by Anderson and distributed to reporters. 


Mandela moved to house on prison farm 


JOHANNESBURG, South Africa — African National Congress leader 
Nelson Mandela was transferred Wednesday evening from a clinic to live at a 
house on a prison farm outside Cape Town. 

Aside from stays in hospitals, it marked the first time since 1962 that the 
70-year-old prisoner, South Africa’s most widely known black leader, has lived 
outside a cell. 

Prison officials said Mandela’s wife, Winnie, children and grandchildren 
would have unlimited access to Mandela at his new quarters in a staff house on 
prison property. 

The government has been under intense domestic and international pres- 
sure to release Mandela unconditionally, But officials have indicated that his 
outright release is not imminent and that restraints on him will be eased in 
stages so the government can assess the political impact of his possible 
freedom. 

Mandela has been imprisoned since 1962 and is serving a life sentence for 
plotting a sabotage campaign against the white-controlled government. 


Earthquake hits Soviet-Turkish border 


MOSCOW — The strongest earthquake to hit the Soviet Union’s Caucasus 
Mountains region in 80 years killed and injured an undetermined number of 
people on Wednesday, flattened buildings and left thousands homeless. 

The quake, centered near the Soviet-Turkish border, also killed at least four 
people and caused extensive damage in eastern Turkey, authorities said. 

The U.S. Geological Survey in Golden, Colo., said the quake, centered south 
of the Georgian capital of Tblisi, occurred at 11:41 a.m. (2:41 a.m. EST) and 
registered 6.9 on the Richter scale. A quake of that magnitude is capable of 
causing widespread, heavy damage. 

The temblor, followed by a moderate aftershock, struck a region in the 
Soviet Union already wracked by months of ethnic violence between Armeni- 
ans and Azerbaijanis. 

President Mikhail S. Gorbachev, who was visiting the United States, called 
the earthquake “a grave tragedy.” 

State-run television showed film of crumbled buildings in Kirovakan and in 
Spitak. 


Fugitive murderer to be returned to Utah 


GULFPORT, Miss. — A man who was on the FBI’s Top 10 fugitive list was 
expected to be returned Wednesday night to Utah, where he is wanted for the 
murders of two women, an FBI agent said. 

FBI Agent Stewart Murphy of Jackson said 32-year-old Steven Ray Stout 
waived extradition Wednesday in an appearance before U.S. District Judge 
Walter Gex. 

A tip from someone who watched a segment about Stout on Sunday’s 
television program “America’s Most Wanted” led to Stout’s arrest in Gulfport 
Tuesday, officials said. 

Murphy said Stout, who was put on the Top 10 list a week ago, was wanted 
for the slayings of his former mother-in-law, 41-year-old Bonnie Craft, and his 
sister-in-law, 19-year-old Maureen Turner. 

The two were found bludgeoned, strangled and stabbed in their trailer home 
in West Valley City, Utah. 


FBI agent describes Swapp shootout 


COALVILLE — An FBI agent testified Wednesday that polygamist 
clan leader Adamm Swapp was unslinging his rifle — not pointing it at officers 
— when he was shot by a law officer during a firefight that ended a 13-day 
standoff on the family’s rural compound. 

Special Agent David S. Edward’s testimony appeared to conflict with 
previous testimony from the FBI sharpshooter who wounded Swapp. On 
Tuesday, Agent Richard Intellini testified that he pulled the trigger as Swapp 
aimed his rifle in the direction of agents. 

Edward took the stand on fourth day of trial for Swapp, his brother 
Jonathan Swapp and John Timothy Singer. The trio is charged with second-de- 
gree murder the death of Corrections Officer Fred House. 

Prosecutors believe Singer fired the fatal shot from a farmhouse window as 
House and other law enforcement officers tried to apprehend the Swapp 
brothers. Law enforcement officers had surrounded the Swapp-Singer com- 
pound after clan members bombed a nearby Mormon chapel.

Others give much higher figures, 
including the Palestinian human 
rights group Law in the Service of 
Man. 

The group estimates more than 
20,000 people have been shot, beaten 
or suffered tear gas inhalation. 

The Palestinians have lost millions 
in revenue by keeping their shops and 
offices open only three hours a day 
and by closing altogether for almost 
weekly general strikes. 

Israel’s' tourist business has 
dropped by 14 percent and its con- 
struction industry, dependent on 
Palestinian workers, also is suffering.

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Give fair start 
to non-members 


A BYU football player, who also happens to be non-LDS, stood up in his 
Book of Mormon class to read a passage.

When the class bursts out laughing, he 
realizes his pronunciation was probably not correct, his face turns red and he 
quickly sits down. He has committed a great blunder, but he does not know 
how he could have avoided this embarrassment. 


At BYU we are proud of our heritage and background of providing 

religious education. The mission of The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints is to spread knowledge of the gospel. The administration hopes that 
BYU students who take religion classes will gain a better understanding of 
their religion. 

Most BYU students are already members of the LDS Church and most 
have grown up learning about the principles and ordinances of the gospel. 
The classes may be a “piece of cake” for many students, and often there is a 
great advantage to returned missionaries who have spent two years of their

class. 'l‘hose who have not had the experience must start at ground zero and 

be expected to perform in the same manner as the others. 

It seems insensitive and unfair to put non-Mormons in the same LDS 
religion class as Mormons and expect the non-Mormons to effectively com- 
pete for a grade and be able to understand at the same level. Their back- 
grounds are totally different. 

BYU encourages members as well as non-members to attend BYU. It 
openly recruits athletes who may be non-members, for example. These 
ee are made aware of the responsibilities of taking the religion 
classes. 

They know they must compete. They are probably not on the same 
spiritual or knowledge level of gospel principles as the other students. 

The mission of the Church is to spread the gospel, to let everyone know of 
Heavenly Father’s plan. Perhaps it could do this more effectively if it gave 
the non-members a little head start. Missionaries do not expect investiga- 
tors ne know everything about the Church on their first visit, or even their 
second. 

The university could be accomplishing its mission more effectively if it 
allowed non-members a class for them only. It would be ideal to set up a 
whole curriculum that sets a pace non-members could adjust to more easily, 
but even an introductory class would be beneficial. 

Just one class as an introduction to the LDS Church, so terms and 
concepts will not be so foreign to non-members once they enroll in the 
required religion curriculum would be helpful. 

Not a missionary discussion class, that gives an A for baptism and conver- 
sion, but a class that provides a broad overview of the LDS Church. One 
that tells them what The Book of Mormon and Articles of Faith are, and who 
Joseph Smith was. What scriptures are, and which ones the Church specifi- 
cally uses. This class could even help them in pronouncing common names 
and introduce them to ideosyncracies of the LDS culture. 

It would give them the chance to ask questions about the Church that 
‘wouldn’t embarrass them in front of more knowledgeable students. It would 
be a class open only to non-members as a prerequisite (if needed) to the other 
14 credits of religion they must take. 

The Church could be alienating and forgetting about people in its own 
backyard. Not only is the school wasting the student’s time, but BYU is 
missing a golden opportunity to give a pitch on what they believe to be the 
most important things. :

Food business booming in Lee Library 


Newspapers are scattered about 
the place. In window frames and 
table tops are the outer wrappings of 
nuts, chips, bakery items and candy 
bars. Disposable, quart-sized soft 
drink cups can be found on the tables 
and the floor. 

This scenario, especially at finals 
time, is common in many shared 
apartments. For the few students 
who have never lived under such 
conditions, a similar lifestyle can be 
sampled. Experience this cluttered 
lifestyle for yourself by visiting 
BYU’s Harold B. Lee Library. 

“Mess” is the adjective which best 
describes the library this time of 
year. The situation grows from al- 
most tolerable abuse to a “trash can 
look-alike.” Garbage abounds in the 
library between the last few days of 
classes and through test week... 

Patrons of the library are experi- 
encing an environment that should 
not be tolerated. The “take-in” food 
business is really booming. Students 
who seem to have never visited the 
library are crowding in with an abun- 
dance of junk food. Refuse and litter 
are increasing with this smuggling. 

One thing is perfectly clear to any- 


one entering the Lee Library. 
Posted on every public entrance is a 
sign that states, “Food and bever- 
ages will be confiscated!” Many peo- 
ple choose to ignore the sign. No lit- 
erate and sighted person can enter 
the library without seeing it. 

The signs on the library entry 
doors have not always threatened 
food confiscation. Until Winter 
Semester 1988 the signs read, “No 
food or beverages allowed!”

mon sight. Copies of The Daily Uni- 
verse are left in windowsills and on 
tables instead of being thrown away. 
The library has taken on a cluttered 
look. 

Even if there were not big messes 
left behind, however, there are still 
reasons to keep food out of the li- 
brary. Crumbs, residues and spills 


can directly damage or result in dam- 


age to books and other library mate- 
rials. The result of these damages 
can affect services and quality. 

An exhibit last year in Salt Lake 
City pointed out some of the actual 
damages which food and beverages 
caused at the University of Utah’s 
Marriott Library. 

One display in the exhibit had the 


‘stained and-wrinkled pages of a soft- 
‘drink soaked,book., Another display ,. 
‘showed how oily residues from snack 


foods can show up as darkened 
smudges on books. Sugar attracted 
insects to books in a third display. 
These little critters ate and defiled 
everything around the _ food 
residues. 

Lee Library officials confirm that 
BYU faces many of the same prob- 
lems as the Marriott Library. Spilled 
food and beverages damage library 
materials at BYU every day. The 
Preservation Department at the li- 
brary spends several hours every 
week restoring food-damaged mate- 
rials. These hours could be better

According to the BYU traffic of- 
fice, 60,000 tickets were given out last 
year at BYU and over half of those 
tickets were given because people do 
not have a proper permit on their ve- 
hicles. 

“It never changes year to year. 
Thousands of tickets are given out 


| because people fail to park in lots that 


correspond to their parking permit,” 


| said Lt. Mike Harroun with the BYU 
| traffic office. “Most of the tickets are 
| given out in ‘A’ lots.” 


Signs posted at the entrances of 


| each of the lots are in as obvious and 
| clear places as possible, said Har- 


roun. “We do not understand why 
people keep parking in places when 
they know they will get tickets. We 
know it is expensive and that is why 
we post as many signs as we do,” he 
said. 

If tickets are not paid within seven 
days the price of the ticket multiplies, 
said Lt. Brian Andreason with the 
BYU traffic office. 

If tickets are not paid for, holds can 
be placed on your grades at the end of 
the semester. 

“Be careful who borrows your vehi- 
cle. Ifa ticket is placed on the vehicle, 
it is the owner’s responsibility to 
make sure it is taken care of,” said 
Andreason. 

According to Marion Gustauson, 
BYU traffic hearings officer, “Ex- 
cuses flow in by the thousands and I 
patiently listen to each of them and 
get a very good laugh out of many of 
them.” 

She said some of the most common 
excuses include the following: “I am 
being honest by bringing the ticket in 


_ so I do not think you should fine me,” 


or “I was only there a minute.” 

“It is a fallacy to think that by not 
bringing the ticket in we can not find 
out who you are. It only takes a 
minute to look on the computer to see 
who the car belongs to,” said Gustau- 
son. “We try to help the students by 
posting signs in each lot so they will 
know where to park. All I can say 
when they tell me ‘I was only there a 
minute’ is, ‘I am sorry.” 

If you park in an ‘A’ lot your 
chances of getting a ticket are very 
high. Most of the time allocated to the 
parking officers is in 3 
‘A’ lots, and time zones, said Har- 
roun. 

A vehicle can be towed if it is 
parked in a red zone, service vehicle 
zone or any zone that states towing. 
Vehicles can also be towed or im- 
pounded if a low accumulation of un- 
paid tickets have been given to that 
vehicle, said Andreason. 

“Ifa vehicle has been impounded, it 
is because tickets given to that vehi- 
cle have not been paid. That can be 
expensive. It means tickets have es- 
calated to their maximum amount and 
a $15 fee is put on the car for towing,” 
said Harroun. 

Some lots have extended hours into 
the evening and some zones are en- 
forced 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. “There are still emergencies in 
the evenings and on Sundays. If the 
sign says it is a restricted lot or zone, 
just don’t park there,” said Harroun. 
Many complaints are taken by the 
traffic office because tickets are given 
around the Brewster Physical Plant 
Building on Sunday. The coal delivery 
area is often used for parking by those 
attending church in the surrounding 
buildings.

Editor’s note: This is the second in 
a three part series about the Brigham 
Young Academy. 

Brigham Young Academy began a 
new era in 1892, 17 years after its 
founding, when Benjamin Cluff Jr. 
became the academy’s leader. After 
limping through tight finances in the 
early years, Cluff led. the young 
school to increasing enrollments and 
full university status. Early in his 
tenure the title of principal was 
changed to president. 


In 1900, Cluff lead an archaeologi-§ 


cal expedition to South America, hop- 
ing to establish the authenticity of the 
Book of Mormon. During his absence, 
George Henry Brimhall acted as 
President. 

In 1902, Cluff returned to Provo 
and was reinstated as president. A 
year later, the academy became 
Brigham Young University, the stu- 
dent body increased from 386 to 825, 
and the faculty from 28 to 57. 

Many students who attended the 
Academy went on to bigger and bet- 
ter things. One example is George 
Sutherland who left the academy in 
1881, received a license to practice 
law in Michigan in 1883 and was ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Court in Sep- 
tember 1922. Columbia University 
gave Sutherland an honorary doctor- 
ate in 1913 and he became president of 
the American Bar Association in 
1916. 

Joseph Golden Kimball attended 
the academy for two years before be- 
ing called on a mission forThe Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints in 
1883. In 1892 Francis M. Lymann or- 
dained Kimball a seventy, and from 
1900 to 1922 Kimball was a member of 
the first presidency and secretary to 
the First Council of Seventy. 

Kimball is quoted as saying, “I have 


had a testimony of the Gospel from | 


the beginning, and the beginning was 
in the Brigham Young Academy.” In 
later years Kimball became a member 
of the First Council of the Seventy 
and delighted Church audiences with

Owens asks to study 
$2 billion project 
for Utah water needs

WASHINGTON — Rep. Wayne 
Owens has asked the federal Bureau 
of Reclamation to conduct a study on 
whether the $2 billion Central Utah 
Project still meets the state’s water 
development needs. 

In a letter to BOR Commissioner 
C. Dale Duvall, Owens, D-Utah, said 
such a study is needed to determine if 
the massive water project’s current 
design “maximizes the economic 
value and opportunities to benefi- 
cially use the water.” 

Owens wrote Tuesday that there is 

concern that growth in Salt Lake 
County’s and Utah County water 
needs — along with the federal gov- 
ernment’s environmental commit- 
ments to the Provo River — may con- 
stitute “demands which exceed the 
Provo River’s hydrology and the 
CUP’s available supply, particularly 
in water short cycles.” 
_ Ifthe current CUP design does not 
provide the maximum beneficial use 
of water, Owens asked the bureau to 
recommend changes in the project.
